—Owing to the rapid growth of the order of 
patrons of husbandry, the headquarters of 
the national grange will soon be removed from 
Georgetown to Washington, where the serre- 
l ary's office will hereafter lie located. Since 
the first instant, about 360 subordinate 
granges have been organized, making the to- 
tal nranber of granges in operation over 4,70J, 
with an aggregate membership of about 350,- 
000. Tho order seems to be growing most 
rapidly in the states of Iowa, which has 1,750 
granges ; Missouri, Indiana, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska and Wtscouson. In response 
to requests from different states, several addi- 
tional general deputies have recently been sent 
out by the national grange, to organize su- 
bordinate granges. There are ate present, 
state granges ^ in Arkansas, California. 
Georgia, Illinois. Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, Missouri. 
Nebraska, North Caroliua, Teuuessee, Ver- 
mont and Wisconsin, Ohio and South Caroli- 
na. 

— Great complaint is made by intelligent 
German naturalized citizens of the terms of 
the new postal treaty just conclude d with 

T~ u has been inserted in toe treaty levyh^ 
a largely addit onal rate of postage upon all 
American newspapers printed in the German 
language. 1 i has always been the custom ef 
Germans in the United States to send their 
friends at home papers printed in their own 
language. By this means the latter were best 
made acquainted with the resources of this 
country, and the advantages offered them to 
make it their home. The steady^xodus to 
this country of so many of its subjects has 
been a source of great alarm to the German 
government, and it will be remembered that 
some time since attempts were made by that 
government to stop it. If by an excessive 
rate of postage, a practical interdict can be 
pat on the circulation of newspapers which 
they are able to read, the people of Oermauy 
can be kept in ignorance of the great ad- 
vantages held out to them to emigrate to the 
United States. There is no doubt that such 
was the object of the German government in 
insisting on this provision ; and our p< stoffice 
authorities were toy blind to see it. 

— Pension agents in large cities "have been 
instructed to forward their quarterly returns 
to the treasury department by express in- 
stead of by Postage on this return 
from Boston amounts to flSS ; while the ex- 
press charge is only *3. The same return 
forwarded from New York, Chicago, 8t, Louis, 
or Cincinnati would require over $2,000 post-

Reports of the condition of the cotton crop 
to the department of sagricaltnre to July 1st, 
indicate as follows : Owing to the causes re- 
ported in June the crop is generally from two 
to four weeks late throughout the cotton states.

The new note will be about one-quarter 
of an incb.shorter than that now in eircu!:r; 
and a qnarter of an inch wider, its dinieusiuns 
being 3*« inches long by 2 iches wide. On the 
face of the note, left-baud side, is a vignette 
head of Samuel Dexter, who was secretary of 
the treasury in 1801. and a former governor of 
the state of Massachusetts. 

— The commissioner of customs has just 
prepared a report for tho use of the secretary 
of the tre&iury on the amounts of customs 
frauds on the government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, showing that they were settled 
on the basis of payments aggregating 51.482.- 
100. Taking into account the fact that but a 
comparatively small proportion of the frauds 
committed are discovered, the exhibit is truly 
a serious one.

The occasion of the resolution was tho peti- 
tion of 483 Episcopal clergymen that the con- 
fessional be made a part of the church ser- 
vice. The archbishop of Canterbury sup- 
ported the motion, saying that there was good 
cause for alarm. Other church digBitaries 
deplored this threatened relapse into po, ery, 
but thought the matter too visionary for 
the notice of parliament.

— The khan of Khhra has signed a conven- 
tion to pay two million roubles indemnity with- 
in ten years, in virtue of which he is to be 
confirmed on the throne.

—A m^^B lian finally been arranged be- 
tween "^^^B 8 second son, Prince Alfred, 
tbe duke o^swRnburg. ard the Grand Duchees 
Maria Alaxandrowna, only daughter of the 
emperor of Russia. The settlement took 
place July 11, and by its terms the duke fore- 
goes the right of succession to the duchy of 
8axe Coburg, which fact involves important 
political considerations. The cz are witch and 
princess of Dagmar totk leave of the qnoeu 
July 13. and departed for Darmasdt. Dagmar 
is the sister of Alexandra, princess of Wales. 
Prince Arthur, the third son of Victoria, has 
gone to Cbristiania to be present at the coro- 
nation of Oscar as king of Norway. 

—A St. Petersburg letter says four hundred 
and fifty German residents of Russia have 
left in a body for the United States, because 
the government declared" thorn liable to be en- 
forced into the military service. 

— Gen. Quesada, brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Ces pedes, and confidential agent of the 
Cuban republic, has arrived at New York bear- 
ing dispatches lo the Colombian minister at 
Washington concerning Cuban independence. 
He states that 1,600 troops have been promised 
from Mexico : that Pern will probably soon 
render assistance, and arrangements are be- 
ing made for holding at Washington a confer- 
ence of re pr e s e ntatives from all South Ameri- 
can republics to promote Cuban independence.

Russia's Last Grab. 

The Moscow Gazette, alluding to cer- 
tain speculations in tbe English press, 
based ou assurances said to have been 
given by Russian diplomats, says that 
the announcement of Russia's intention 
to evacuate Khiva after conquering it 
must not be taken for a solemn promise 
As in the case of Samrocand, Russia, in 
dealing with Khiva, will be solely 
guided by circumstances and her own 
interests. Much more bluntly and sig- 
nificantly speaks the Goloss, semi-offi- 
cial, as follows : 

"Tho question, what is to, be done 
with Khiva when subdued, can have 
but one answer. Tributary independ- 
ence, in the case of an Asiatic khanate, 
means simply an unbroken Series of 
murders, rebellions, and interruptions 
of traffic. As for evacuating the khan- 
ate at the close of the campaign, it 
would be a virtual suicide. For those 
who have once advanced into Central 
Asia there is no retreat. Onr backs 
once turned, the whole country behind 
us would be ablaze in a moment. The 
forces of Russia, let us speak plainly 
and boldly, oan not and shall not be 
withdrawn from Khiva when once in 
their hands. Let the sneers of M. Vam- 
bery and his. English colleagues rain 
upon na if they will, what does it mat- 
ter? Russia, is neither Burmah nor 
Cashmere, that she should require to 
secure herself by duplicity ; she is 
strong enough to lny down for heraelf 
a reasonable boundary, and to defend it, 
if need be, by.the strong hand."

There are many arrangements in the 

derstand ; but 
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Wliat l>ook can compare with the won- 
derful unfolding of those little bmbV 
buds which open slowly and raarvelous- 
ly before our very eyes ! What story- 
charm like the record of those small 
child-lives which are daily taking to 
themselves form and color and sub- 
stance ? And then it is not a bit tor the 
public, this book I would have you 
write. No critic shall spy^ out an er- 
ring mood or tense, or a flaw in your in- 
nocent rhetoric ; for it is a home-book, 
consecrated to its four square walls, and 
the snug circle therein. It is only the 
little story of your own Mary and 
Willie, with all the every day lights and 
shadows, and not at all for effect, but 
only to keep in your mind the changing 
semblance of yonr little ones before it ia 
gone beyond recall.

Memory. 

There are two classes of persons who 
are professionally called npou for great 
temporary exercises of memory, viz., 
dramatic performers and barristers. An 
actor, when about to perform a new 
" part," not only commits it to memory, 
but "studies " it, so as to make it part 
of himself ; and all really great actors 
identify themselves for tho time with 
the characters they are performing. 
When a "part" has once been thor- 
oughly mastered, the performer is usu- 
ally able to go through with it, even 
after a long interval, with very little 
previous preparation. But nn actor is 
iouietimes called upon to take a new 
' ' pai t " at very short notice ; he then 
•Minply "learns it by heart," «*ed-

actor, on beiug called 
himself in a long andjjg 
few hours' notice, in 
illness of another per 
quired it in a very short time, and went 
through it with perfect accuracy ; but 
immediately after the performance for- 
got it to such a degree that, although he 
performed the character for several days 
in succession, he was obliged every day 
to prepare it anew, not having time to 
po through the process of "studying" 
it, to which Mrs. Siddons used to give 
weeks or even months. When ques- 
tioned resjiecting the mental process 
which he employed the first time he 
performed the part, he said he entirely 
lost sight of the audience, and seemed 
to have nothing before him but the 
pages of the book from which he had 
learned it ; and that if anything had oc- 
curred to interrupt this illusion ha 
should have instantly stopped. 

In the case of barristers, who are 
called upon to " get up " the " briefs " 
which are supplied to them, to master 
the facts, to apply to them the principles 
of law, and to present them in the court 
in the form they deem most advanta- 
geous to the "cause" they have under- 
taken to plead, the very highest facul- 
ties of mind are called into active exer- 
cise ; but, in consequence, it would 
seem, of the want of previous connec- 
tion of the "case," of which they know 
nothing but what is set down in their 
" brief ," and of the complete cessation 
of that connection as soon as the deci- 
sion has been given, they very common- 
ly ' ' forget all about it " so soon as they 
have trasferred their attention to their 
iie.it brief. A curious instance of this 
kind was mentioned to the writer a 
few \ enrs ago by an eminent barrister, 
since elevated to the judicial bench, 
whose great scientific attainments led to 
his being frequently employed in pa- 
tent-cases. A " heavy ■ case of this 
kind was placed in his hands, and he

when it hail first been brought to trial 
a year previously. He had not the 
slightest remembrance of its having 
ever been before him ; none of tho par- 
ticulars seemed familiar to him ; and he 
was only convinced that he really had 
taken part in the previous trial by find- 
ing the record of Iuh engagement in his 
fee-book. For when he came to '* get 
up " the case again, no remembrance of 
his former attention came within his 
"sphere of consciousness." — Contem- 
porary/ Review. 

A series of lectures on Mr. Darwin's 
philosophy of language has recently 
been delivered by Professor Max Mid- 
ler, the distingnised philologist. He 
maintains that there is at least one 
o-rest diffienlty in the way of the theory 
that man is the genealogical descendant 
of some lower animal. Between the 
whole animal kingdom on one side and 
man even iu his lowest state on the oth- 
er, there is a barrier which no animal 
has ever crossed, and that barrier is 
language.

Canned Frctts. — Make syrup with 
and water, averaging a quarter of 
pound of sugar to each pint of juice; 



boil the fruit until done. 

Mrs. Prat's Cake. — Two-thirds of a 
cup of butter, two cups of sugar, three 
one cup of milk, soda, cream of 
scant quart of 
and fruit if jt>u choose. 

Cream for Coffee. — One egg well 
beaten, and one spoonful of sugar ; pour 
over this one pint of scalding hot milk, 
stirring brisk! j. Make over night for 
use in the morning. 

Potato Yeast.— Peel and grate four 
good sized potatoes, pour boiling water 
upon it until it thickens like starch, add 
one-third of a cup of salt, and nearly a 
cup of sugar ; when cool stir in a cup of 
yeast. 

Crham Caxe.— Two cups of flour, one 
and one-half cups of sugar, one-half cup 
of butter, and one-half cup of sour 
cream, one and one-half teaspoonfuls of 
soda, dissolved in a little cold water, a 
little nntm«*g, lemon, or vanilla. 

Cofree Care. — Five cups of flour, 
one cup of butter, one cup of coffee pre- 
pared as for the table, one crip of mo- 
lasses, one cup of sugar, one cup of 
chopped raisins, or one cup of cur- 
rants, one teaspoonful of soda, spice 
with one teaspoonful each of cloves and 
cinnamon. 

Nice Cake WrrnoTTT Eoos.— To one- 
half cup of butter and one cup of sugar 
beaten together, add one-half cup of 
molasses, three and one-half cups of 
flour, one teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
tar, one-half teasroonfnl soda, chop- 
ped raisins, oneenpof milk, spioe, and 
citron if desired. 

Cream Toast.— Boil the milk in the 
t^a-kettJe boiler ; when hot, mix the 
floor in cold milk, strain through a 
sieve, and stir in rapidly; add the but- 
ter and salt to taste; let it boil five 
minutes. Toast the bread, pour the 
cream over it, and serve. 

Obaham Gems.— One pint of sour 
milk, one teaspoonful of soda, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, a spoonful of cream if 
you wish, two parts of Graham and one 
of fine flour, stir it as thick as yon can 
conveniently with a spoon, bake thor- 
oughly, and eat as soon as done. Bake 
it in roll tins. 

Ptodko without Eoqs. — One-half 
cup of suet, cbopped fine, one-half cup 
of molasses, one-half cup of milk, one 
cup of chopped raisins, one-half tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one teaspoonful of 
nutmeg, one teaspoonful of 
of tartar, one-half teaspoonful of 
and a little salt. Boil three 

hours. 

Ann Jerusha's Turnover. — Flour, 
two pounds ; lard, one pound ; salt, 
half a teaspoonful ; water enough to 
make paste ; roll thin to about the size 
of a tin plate; take any berries you 
like, and lay them in the center of "the 
crust; lap the edges together; lay in 
pie-pans and bake ; or, if you prefer it, 
in a clean brick oven. ^, 

Birds-nest Pudding.— Take tart, 
mellow apples ; pare and slice them ; 
spread in a buttered, deep tin. Make 
the batter as follows : One cup of sweet 
cream, half a cup sweet milk, a little 
salt, one teaspoon cream tartar, half 
teaspoon soda ; pour over the apples 
and bake. It is excellent eaten with 
sweet cream and sugar. 

Steamed Indian Ptddino. — Take one 
teacup sweet milk, half teacup butter- 
milk, half teacup molasses, two teacups 
Indian meal, one of flour, one of Eng- 
lish currants, one teaspoon saleratus 
and a little salt ; put it in a basin, set 
in a steamer over boiling water for two 
hours ; serve with a sauce made of bat- 
ter and sugar or sweetened cream. 

Fritt Caxe— Vrrt Nice— Put one 
teaspoonful of soda in a coffee-cnp, add 
five teaspoonful s of hot water, four do. 
of melted butter, and fill the enp with 
molasses. Make it stiffer >ith flour 
than if eggs were used. Stir into this 
mixture all it will hold of stoned and 
chopped raisins, currants and citron in 
slices, one teaspoonful each of pow- 
dered nutmeg and cinnamon, and a 
pinch of cloves. 

Currant Jelly amd Jam. — A writer 
in Hearth and Home says : Currants 
are swelling rapidly, and jellying time 
will soon be here. This year I shall 
try a new recipe for jelly and jam. Pick 
the currants from the stem, press the 
juice out of them — I should use a port- 
able cider mill for the purpose if I had 
one — boil the juice twenty minutes, 
then add a pound of coanygrained, 
granulated sugar to every pint of juice ; 
boil three minutes, and dip into tum- 
blers. The crushed currants will be 
good canned. 

A Good Omelet.— Take five or six 
eggs, one tablespoonful of flour, one of 
melted better, and a tablespoonful of 
milk to each egg. Beat the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth. Mix the yelks 
well beaten with the other ingredients, 
whites last, and add salt after it is in 
the pan. Grease the frying-pan, and 
pour the mixture in a thin layer ; turn 
one half over upon the other as it thick- 
ens, or roll it up. Cook to a delicate 
brown — it requires close attention. 
Finely-minced or grated meat stirred 
into this omelet varies the dish. 

How to Cook Beans. — Very many 
people fail in cooking beans. Put the 
beans in cold water, soft, and let them 
soak three or tour hours. Then put 
these beans in cold water, tr% quarts of 
water to one quart of beans, adding a 
tablespoonful of salt, bring them to a 
boil and let them simmer until tender, 
■«y two or two and a half hours. Pour 
the water away from them; let them 
•tend by the side of the fire, with the 
lid of the saucepan partially off, to al- 
low the beans to dry ; then add one 
ouuoe of butter for every quart of 
"•""■» *nd a seasoning of pepper and 
•alt. 



Delicious Jellies. — Strawberries 
and Blackberries. — Bruise the fruit, 
put in a thin doth, and allow to strain 
over night. Next morning add a half 
pound of sugar to each pint of juice ; 
boil twenty minutes. 

Grape. — Bruise and boil the fruit, 
then strain ; add a half pint of sugar to 
each pint of juice, then boil from ten to 
twenty minutes. 

J-iff. — Wash and add water sufficient 
to cover the fruit ; and boil as above. 

Wild Crab Apple.— Cover the fruit 
with water and boil until soft, then 
strain, add one pound of sugar to each 
pint of juice ; boil from fifteen to twenty 
minutes. 

Siberian Crab Apple.— Proceed as 
for preceding, but only add half pound 
of sugar to each pint. 

Haw. — Cover with water, boil until 
toft, mash, strain, and add half a pound 
of sugar to each pint of juice, boil 
twenty minutes. 

Sloe. — Mash, boil, strain ; half a 
pound of sugar to pint of juice. 

/Vy-^^^Uasb. boil, strain, as above. 
Pe<- J"*' Wash, without removing 
skins or pits ; cover with water ; boil 
until soft, strain, add a half a pound of 
sugar to pint of juice ; boil twenty min- 
utes. 

Live and Dead JWeight of Cattle. 

It is well known that the amount 
of flesh obtained from animals sold 
by live weight is exceedingly varia- 
ble, even in animals of the same 
breed, as so much depends on the con- 
dition rrr fatnem of the beast. Trier** 
is also a great variation in the quantity 
of the meat in breeds; as a ride, the 
finer breed of the animals the more em- 
inent the prime points, the Short horns 
and Herefords being noted for muscle 
and fat, and the Ayershires and Jerseys 
being types of milk producing breeds. 
A ■■:::!■ the Jerseys are eminent 
for richness rf milk, and the 
Ayershires for quantity. The Eng- 
lish, French and Belgians have institn- 
tcd ii'UHsaons experiments to show the 
.^H^ie different parts of the ani- 
mal slaughtered. Two instances, one a 
bnlloek, another a sheep, will suffice. 

In the case of an ox a live weight of 
1.822 ponnds, yielded, meat, 771.4 
pounds: skin, 110.2; grease, 88; 
blood, 55 ; feet and hoofs, 22 ; head, 
11 ; tongue, 6.8"; lungs and heart, 
15.33 ; liver and spleen, 80.5 ; intes- 
tines, 06. 15 ; loss and evaporation, 
155.72; making the total of 1,322 
pounds. 

The product of a sheep weighing 
110.02 pounds were as follows : Meat, 
55.1 ; skin, 7.71 : grease, 5.51 ; blood, 
4.508 ; feet and hoofs, 2.204 ; head, 
4.409 tongue, lungs, heart, liver and 
spleen, 3.408 ; intestines, 6.612 ; loss 
and evaporation, 19.656, making a total 
of 110.02 pounds. 

French statistics show that the same 
cattle yield as much as seventy per 
cent, meat, while others only give fifty 
per cent. The mean weight of meat 
produced is calculated at fifty-five per 
cent, of live weight. In the case of the 
sheep, the production is from forty to 
forty-five per cent., the fatter animals 
always give the greatest net weight. 

To show how the same rule will apply 
to the United States, we may state that 
in New York native steers are allow d 
fifty-ail^ pounds to the hundred, liv<- 
weight, while grades are estimated at 
nfty-six to sixty-six pounds per hun- 
dred. As an instance, weighing net 500 
to 700 pounds, will bring 84 to 124 cents 
per pound ; those weighing from 700 to 
800 pounds will bring 12* to 14 cents, 
and grade steers 875 to 1,200 pounds 
will bring 14$ to 15 cents, and weigh- 
ing l,4£*y to 1,500 ponnds will bring 14 
to 18 cfnts. 




Balky Hone. 

Your correspondent "S." asks how 
he shall treat his balky horse. I have 
a plan that seldom fail •• to start the un- 
ruly animal in a few minutes, and if 
persevered in, generally effects a per- 
manent cure, bnt it is too difficult of 
application to become generally usefuL 
Have with you a small quantity of 
whole corn, and when a remedy is 
needed go gently to the horse's head 
with a handful, and coax him with ca- 
resses while he eats from the hand. At- 
tempt to lead him, holding the corn a 
little way before him, and when he goes 
quietly and shows that his temper has 
Rn\- jr tded, leave him with his mouth full 
of corn, get in the vehicle and speak to 
him to go en, using quiet manners just 
as if nothing was wrong ; and if he re- 
fuses apply the same treatment again, 
and again if necessary, until success at- 
tends. Perhaps it may not be clear to 
the reader what the difficulty is in ap- 
plying this remedy. It is in the worse 
than balky disposition of the driver, 
who would rather succeed once in twenty 
times by passionately whipping, than 
nineteen times in twenty by gentleness. 
Only a gentle-man can manage a balky 
horse, and while there are plenty of 
gentlemen in society, there are not so 
many gentle-men in the treatment of 
animals. A very little observation and 
reflection will show that gentleness is 
mendable a» gentility, and 
as good results, both np- 
characters, and upon our 
getting along" comforta- 
ttials of all species, man- 
kind included. — C'oun-

How to Keep More Cows. 

E. Bromley, Guilford, Chenango 
county, New York, wants to keep more 
cows, and asks if it will pay best to buy 
more land at $75 per acre, or hire more 
help at 822 per month and board, and 
commence soiling as a means of in 
creasing his herd on a 130- acre farm 
F. D. Curtis would not advise the pur 
chase of more land. He would increase 
the farm help and adopt soiling. One 
man additional to take care of the 
stock would be all that is needed. Had 
rather have one additional man and the 
soiling system than fifty acres more of 
land. More land involves more help. 
The product may be doubled on 130 
acres by soiling, and the stock doubled 
without increasing the labor required 
proportionately. Would advise to be- 
gin slow, and as experience teaches him 
perfect and enlarge his system. If he 
secures successive crops of clover, 
orchard grass, rye, com, etc., he can 
quickly double the products of his dai 
ry, and at same time the productive 
value of his land. He can enrich his 
soil faster than by any other method 
Mr. Crane agrees with Mr. Curtis ; is 
in a n^aoprhood where this Boiling 
systena^^^peen developed and is prac- 
ticed toiaTarge extent. Men who have 
kept but five and ten cows, now keep 
ten and twenty on the same land ; men 
who kept fifty cows with difficulty, now 
keep a hundred with ease. There is no 
doubt about the profits of soiling. The 
crop most depended upon for soiling is 
corn ; not sowed broadcast, but in 
drills. These men sow corn every two 
weeks, from the time the ground is in 
condition up to the middle or 30th of 
August. It doubles up to the ability of 
the farm to keep stock, and the soil is 
constantly growing richer. Dr. Sylves- 
ter called attention to orchard-grass as 
an early crop for forage in place of clo- 
ver. It starts in spring and is ready for 
cutting much earlier than olover. His 
was headed out this spring four weeks 
from the time the snow left the ground

The Peabody Fund. 

— - 




The annual report of the 
agent of the Peabody fund, Dr. Barnes 
Sears, gives an encouraging review of 
the general cendtion of public schools 
in the southern states, and says the en- 
couraging circumstances vastly predom- 
inate over discouraging. There is one 
class of men, says the report, whose in- 
terest is to be dreaded, who do not pro- 
fess to be unfriendly to common schools 
but reluctantly consent to let the experi 
ment be tried, provided it be done 
cheaply not considering, probably not 
caring, that such condition is fatal. 
The effect would be in more than one 
state to create wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion among people who, having paid 
their school tax, find that private schools 
have been broken up or reduced to 
weakness or indifference, by the removal 
of so many pupils, and that for want of 
sufficient funds no respectable public 
schools have taken their place. So far 
as the education of the children of a 
state is concerned, the two systems co- 
existing are chiefly efficient in weaken- 
ing each other. Either to be prosper- 
ous requires all the money that is paid 
for both. Men will not be satisfied to 
be reduced to the necessity of setting 
up schools of their own, or of sending 
their children from home after having 
contributed their share to the public 
school fund. Suoh are the results of 
what people are pleased to call economy 
in expenditures for public schools. 
• The report goes outoreigcto schem- 
ing legislaTo?<"and B howshoTrxne voice 
of the people has frequently been 
ra;sed against them, and insists that 
superintendents should not be frequent- 
ly changed, and says he must wait a 
time for the results of a change from 
private to a public system. Past pre- 
judices are coming to be regarded as 
amiable weaknesses, and there are men 
enough in the southern states who pro- 
nounce for abandoning the antiquated 
system of private schools. 

The following statistics are taken 
from the report : Virginia— Public 
schools in the state for the year ending 
August 1, 1872, is 3,695, and school 
population 411,021 persons, of whom 
247,002 are white. The amount appro- 
priated was $S2,tO0. 

North Carolina— The condition of 
public schools and education generally 
is far from satisfactory. Alarming in- 
difference on the subject among the 
common people, and a want of union 
and hearty co-operation among public 
men ; amount appropriated $12,440. 

South Carolina — Few schools reported 
throughout the year. An application 
was made for Charleston as follows : 
The legislature at its last session appro- 
priated over S300.000 for educational 
purposes. Not one dollar of this amount 
has been received from the treasury, 
and the result has been that nearly all 
public schools in the state have been 
closet!. Amount paid 815,000. 

Georgia — Efforts thus far to establish 
a pnblio school system resulted in oom- 
j. native failure ; fnnd contributed $10,- 
100 to 12 schools. 

Florida — Three-fourths of the youth 
of the state are yet unreached by the 
educational system, bnt the ratio is 
rapidly changing ; the fund contributed 
$8,000 in aid of 14 Bchools. 

Alabama— Of a population of one 
million. 384,000 can neither read nor 
write ; of the voting population there 
are 91,000 blacks, and 170,000 whites 
who cannot rend and write ; the state 
funds paid $60,«17 during the year and 
the Peabody fund $7,000 to 5 schools. 

Mississippi — There are 4,560 public 
schools; average attendance 125,000, 
and 400 private schools with 148,780 
pupils enrolled ; expense of common 
schools $1,136,988, and the Peabody 
fund contributed $4,450 to aid 6 schools. 

Louisiana — $7,890 was contributed to 
aid schools. 

Texas — In the unsettled state of school 

matters, the trustee* did not feel justi- 
fied in making donations. 

Arkansas — Number of children of 
school age 194,344 ; number of persons 
attending school 32,863 ; teachers 2,035 ; 
amount paid teachers $355,625, and 
amount contributed from Peabody fund 
$9,500. 

Tennessee — Number of children of 
school age about 400,000; school fund 
$2,512,500 ; amount available for schools 
$650,000 ; and the Peabody fund con- 
tributed in aid of 55 schools $25,600. 

West Virginia — There are 3,000 
schools in operation, run at an expense 
of three-fourths of a million annually, 
and $90,000 in the graded and high 
schools ; Peabody fund contributes 
$15,950. 

Total contributed to all the states 
$135,840.

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Mildew on Vines. — Prom investiga- 
tions m ade a t the deparment of agricul- 
ture b;^flBn T homas Taylor, who is con- 
dnctin^VpEcrosoopic investigation on 
fungoidspor mildew, we learn that a 
preparation of carbolic acid soap, used 
as a wash, is a means of preventing and 
destroying these minute parasites. A 
solution of snlphuret of lime or carbolic 
soap destroys the seedspores. Mr. Tay- 
lor found that the grapes might be 
trimmed ever so closely, still enough of 
the seed is left to develop rapidly 
wherever heat was applied sufficient to 
start them into vegetation. It was found 
that dry heat developed the European 
mildew (Erysiphe Tuokeri) very rapi- 
dly, and that moist heat was favorable to 
the growth of the American mildew 
(Botrytis vilicola). The trimmings and 
leaves of vines in grape-houses should 
je gathered up and burned, and it ap- 
pears that the vines when trimmed 
should be washed carefully with the 
solution of sulphuret of lime and car- 
bolic acid, and thus the spread of mil- 
dew may be materially checked.

Rkxhdt for Manor in Swine.— First, 
wash the hog weii in soapsuds ; then to 
one pint of lard, while hot, add one 
ounce of carbolic acid, stirring it until 
it is cool. Rub tBe hog two or three 
times with this, and give yourself no 
uneasiness about the mange. 



Longevity or Some Animals. — 
Among other spoils which Alexander 
the Great took from Polis, an Indian 
king, was a monster elephant. These 
animals were then as now, held in the 
highest esteem in that country. That 
particular elephant fought so bravely 
for his master that the admiration 
of the conqueror was excited in his 
favor. He ordered him to be set free, 
and allowed to range at pleasure ; first 
naming him Ajax, and placing a medal 
securely to his neck, bearing this in- 
scription : *! Alexander, son of Jupiter, 
dedicated Ajax to the sun." Three 
hundred and fifty-four years after the 
old fellow was rediscoved, and probably 
in good condition, as nothing was re- 
corded to the contrary. Therefore it is 
probable that elephants may live centu- 
ries before the machinery of life gives 
out. Cuvier, the great French natural- 
ist, saw no reason why whales should 
not reach a thousand years. An eagle 
died at Vienna that was known to be 
104 years old. Ravens have been ac- 
tive at 100 years. A skeleton of a swan 
is in possession of an Knglish gentle- 
man that died when 200 years of age. 
Tortoises have been repeatedly found 
with dates cut into their shells by an- 
cient hunters, showing they were over 
100 and yet were crawling on vigorously 
with new markings into a second cen- 
tury. Scientists can not fathom this 
law of vitality. There is a life-period 
to most of the animals very 
ly determined, but how long a 
might live is still unknown. No death 
probably occurs in which the individual 
falls short of a hundred years that was 
not referrable to a violation of some 
law of nature. Hopeland was fully 
persuaded the life limitation of a man 
was not less than two hundred years. 
With the progress of sanitary science, 
in time, men may again flourish as long 
as the patriarches, np to several hun- 
dred years. '
